They gen- 
erally burst into fragments and fall without doing damage. 

It is clear that empty space is, at least within the limits 
of our solar system, full of these things.. They swarm like 
fishes In the seas. Like the fishes, moreover, they may be 
either solitary or gregarious. The solitary bit of cosmic rub- 
bish is the meteorite, which we have just examined, A social 
group of meteorites is the essential part of a comet. The 
nucleus, or bright central part, of the head of a comet con- 
sists of a swarm, sometimes thousands of miles wide, of. these 
pieces of iron of stone, This swarm has come under the sun's 
gravitational influence and is forced to travel round it. .

Classes in subjects interesting to 
growing children are conducted on the 
lower floor each afternoon. These

Women from the Bryn Mawr club 
act as teachers, under the direction of 
Mrg. ‘Dixon. Voluntéer workers: from 
the Windsor Park and South Shore 
Women's clubs, together with several 
paid workers, carry on the work. 

The aim and purpose of the club in 
maintaining the center is to awaken a 
quick response to good in the hearts 
of these children, who have so few 
privileges, and to serve their .commun- 
ity and ite best interests. They feel
